Dotails of the voyage of the astronomical par-
ty from the United States to Caroline Island in
the Pacific Ocean, and their observations there
of the solar eclipse on May G, will be found on
snother page of this paper. Inevery way the
expedition was successfnl. Indeed, exceptional
good lnek attended it; for while May 6 was an
unpleasant day as a whole, the clonds parted
when the eelipse beeame total and did not eover
the sun again until the total phase had passed.
It is yet tooearly to expect detailed reporis
from the observers; bat no intra-Mercurial
plavets were discovered, and the spectroscopic
observations were particularly successful,
The general result of the expedition fully
repays the National Academy cf Sciences for
its efforts to et it started.

The management of Cornell University has
just taken a step which older Eastern
colleges wonld do well to follow. President
White aunouneed vesterday that Mr. H. C.
Adams had been elected to the ehair of His-
tory and Politieal Economy, but that, as the
pew professor’s views were those of the Free
Traders, the Hon. Ellis 1. Roberta had heen
engaged to present to the students the Protec-
tioniats' theory of trada, The objections to such
one-sided instruction as is given on these
points to undergraduates in most of our insti-
tutions of learning, and especially at Yale,
have already been set forth in Ton TRIBUNE.
Cornell's new departure does honor to the
good sense of President White and the trus-
tees, and the spirit of fauness which they
have just shown cannot fail to be widely
recoguized.

Out-door eports yesterday, at home and
abroad, on lund and on water, proved to be
of more than usual interest. Two American
horses, Iroquois and Aranza, won in the contests
at Stockbridge, Evgland, Both belonged to
Mr. P. Lorillard. Although neither of these
races is a very impurtant event, the success cf
Iroquois is especially grutilying, because he
was nominated to run for the Stockbridge Cup
by the Prince of Wales. The Prince meant
to compliment Americans; happily Iroquols
seems $o have appreciated his civility. A note-
worthy feature of the racingat Sheepshead Buy
us illustrated yesterday is the reckiess wiy in
which the steeplechases are riddsnand the re-
markable good fortune of the jockeys in escaping
serious results from their foolhardiness. There
were four violent talls, two of them of such a
pature that it seemed almost impossible for
Lorse or man ever to rise again. In reality no
serious harm was done, 1f sailors are pro-
tected by a little cherub that sits np aloft,
steeplechase-nders must be under watch and
ward of a whole cloud of cherubim, Favorites
were left behind in the brisk race of the New-
York Yaeht Club down the bay. The honors
were carried off by the Crnsader, which is not
one of the boats built after the models at present
esteemed most highly by yachtamer.

GOOD FAITH IN REORGANIZATION.

There has been some eriticism on the plan for
reorganizing the Republican party in this city,
due only to misinformation ; as well as some,
due largely to malice. The honest objection can
be easily removed bya mere statement ol
the facts.

It is not troe that the dates for re-anro'ment
in the plan adopted were fixed by the Com-
mittee and have since been changed by the
Machine. By a unanimous vote of the Com-
mittee, taken when every other detail hal been
agreed . ~on, the dates were left Llank, al-
thougl a contrary impression was given to the
reporters by a member who wus otherwise
occupied when this vote was had,

The result aimed at in the plan adopted was a
fair count of the free vote of every Hepublican
who touk the trouble to castit, and the rule
then of the majority thus ascertained. The
praetical men thonght an entolment necessary,
to prevent Democrats from tuking posseesion
of the primaries, and this was agreed to. Bat
it was represented that no full enrolmeat eould
be made in midsummer,—the men who are
most dissatisfied with mucline rule being the
very men then moet likely to be absent at the
seashore or on the mountains,—and a new en-
rolment, made at a time when they were known
to be absent, being more likely to increase than
to allay the discontent.

Here then was the dilemma :—A reorganiza-
tion 1n this city that ghonld admit all Repub-
licans was thonght cssential to success this fall,
Yet a reorganization including re-enrolmert on
the plan agreed upon would take over three
weeks, and, unless done in August, could not be
finished in time for a Stute Convention in Sep-
tember. 1f donein Angust, when so many of
the Independent Republicans wers sure to be
absent, the ery would at once be raised that
this was a trick of the machine men, and the
last state of that eftort would be worse thun
the first.

To weet this difficnlty it wus proposed that
tor the primaries this fall the machinery of the
old organization should be used, but with these
important changes 1n its methods :—

(1) Every Republican entitled to enrol under
the new plau—that is, every one who voted the
Presidential ticket in 1880, or would say that
he expected to act with the party in 1853
should be allowed to vote ;—

(2) A competent supervisor shunld be sent (o
every primary, representing the Independent
Republicans ; and

(3 No return of the election at any primary
should be valid without his signature.

This threw the primaries open to the whole
bnay of Republicans, and gave to the Independ-
ent Republicans an absolute veto on a return
from any one where they thought the electidh
unfair. 1n other words, it put the proposed
reorganization in eflect immediately, excepting
a8 to the safegnurd of enrolment, and 1 hen of
this it gave the Independent Hepublicans the
gafeguard of final power over the return, If a
plan fairer 1o the Independent Repnblicans
could be devised, we should like to see it
stated. To this plun Mr. O'Brien and other rep-
resentatives of the machine gave their ap-
provul, and pledged themselves that it would
be carciod out in absolute good faith, Mr,
O'Brien added bis beliel that it wonld give a
delegation to the State Copnvention whom the
Republicans of the State would recognize as
fuirly and worthily representing the whole Re-

pablican party of this city. We believe he
means it. We believe, too, that with a
united party in this city, thos repre-

sented in the next State Convention, the way is
open to a clear and  conclusive Republiean vie-
tory in this State this full ; a8 well ns to the
fuir chioioe of a State Central Committee for
the larger work of 1584,

THE SAME OLD CRY.

The Democerats appear to be planning a fresh
expedition for the reform of everything, Their
newspapers are pablishing laborious compila-
tions of Republican shortcomings and are assur-
ing the coantry that there cun be no thorough
reform in aftairs until the Goveroment is put in
the hauds ot the Democratic party. Thisisa
familiar performance. It was tried in 187€,
and was then culled “Reform.” It was tried
again in 1880, und was then called a * Change.”
In both instnces it wus a failure, I[il is to
be triad again in 1884, the Republicans will ac-
cept the chances on it with genuine pleasure.

Some ot these charges which are bronght
against the Repablican party are true; othersjre
false. What we wish to emphasize is the fact
that the Republican party has never been afraid
to grapple with corruption in its own ranks and
to retire from its service the men foand guilty
of it. It is the only purty in American politics
winich has ever shown eitber the disposition or
the nbility to reform its own abuses. It iuves-
tigated the Crédit Mobilier scandal and of its
own accord begun the prosecution of the Star

| Route uperators. When the administration of

a Republican President, who was the most no:m'
lar man in his purty, became so personal in
character as to ba a dunger to good government
and to the perpetuity of free institutions, the
party rose against him, and after the mokt
strennous internal struggle any party had ever
nudergone without dissolution, set him aside
wnd marched to vietory with the best eqnipped
atatesman who had entered the Presidency
since John Adams. When last year the people
let it be known that certain reforms were im-
peritive, such ns & reductiep of taxation, a re-
form of the Civil Serviee, and the abolition of
internal re vanue taxes, the Republican Congress
responded instantly and in the face of persistent
Democratio opposition accomplished the re-
forms demanded,

How has it been with the Democrats 1 What
hive they reformed 1 They bave been out of
power for a quarter of a century and have no
vecord of deeds done by which they ean be
judged ; but it is entirely fair to judge them by
their own professions. It would be easy to go
back to the time when they were in power and
show how, from Jackson and his spoils system
down to Buchanan with Floyd and Thompson,
the party's record was not only full of scandal
and corraption, but that in every instance it
protected and fostered its own evildoers.
What the record lins been in recent years every-
body kuows. It was against the preservation
of the Union: against the preservation of the
public eredit ; against the resumption of specie
payments; against honest elections; against the
protection and preservation of American indus-
try. The party wasin open alliance with the
Greenbuck heresy and the silver dollar delusion.
It condueted a great reform campaign in 1876
and ended it with the most infamous conspiracy
ever known to politieal history. It conducted
a campaign in 1850 on the issue of a “ Change,”
and was disastrously beaten because the prople
realized that a change to Democratic rule meant
simply a change for the worse,

There are no signs that the people have
changed their minds on the subject. The Dem-
octats have dons nothing to show that they ure
auy more capable of reform now than they have
wver been,  They shout * Reform™ as lnstily as
ever, bat it is our ealm convietion that until
they ghow the ability to reform themeealves the
people are not going to be so short-sighted as to
ask them to reform nnything else.

The action of the alumni of Cornell Univer-
sity at Ithaca on Wednesday demonstrates
that the recent charges made by an alumnpus
trustee ot that institution against President
White and his administration are not sustained
by the general sentiment of those most inter-
ested and bLest able to judge of their troth.
The Alumni Assvciation not ouly elected ns
trustee the man who bad stood by the president
as one of Lis warmest friends, but passed reso-
lutions which expressed full confidence in'I'resi-
dent White and denounced as * wrong and nn-
true” all statements that the university is retro-
grading,

James F. Gluek, who was elected trustee
is a prominent young lawyer of Buftalo
He Is identified with some of the most intelli-
gent eftorts that have been muking to secure
the hest justructors thut can be obtained for
the Cornell Faculty und to inerease the salaries
of the professors us inst as the rapidly increas
ing revenues of the institution will permit.
With this purpose President White expresses
himself as in full sympathy. He and the
Board of Trustees now linve the assarance of
the hemrty co-operation of the body ol the
alumni in their work, The creat revennes that
Cornell University hus reason to expect in the
future will give it an opportunity for broad
educational work.

WHAT WILL FOOD COST?

Bright sunshine and warm weather have
begun to make wheat cheaper, The weakoess
of the markets, here and at the West, has
been enough to arrest attention and to cause
heavy losses tomany who have counfidently
operated for bigher prices. At first it was
imagined that the weagness in wheat might
be out of sympathy with the collapse io lard.
But it does not appear that the holders of lard
were also bolders of grain ; in fact, itis stated
that MeGeoch wasn leading seller of whent,
and declared his ability to make good all his
contracts in that product, even while confess-
ing failure in lard. Henee it is suspected that,
being relieved by failure from present pressure
as to bis lard contracts, he has been in the
better position to win back part of lis losses by
mote vigorous sttucks upon the price of wheat.
At all events, somebody attacked with vigor on
Monduy, and prices at Chicago fell about 2
cents por bushiel. Dut it is not of much matter
to the public what the immediate cause of a
decline may be, or whether this or that specu-
lator eats or gets enten. The larger and far
more important guestion is whether the con-
ditions warrant consumers in expecting a lower
or a Ligher price for wheat.

No doubt it was a surprise to many that the
wheat market declined scon after the publica-
tion of the June reportof the Agrienltural
Burean, which indieated that there wonld be
g defieiency in the winter whent erop of 1853,
“as compared with condition June 1, 1842,
wequal to about 05,702,328 bushels,
é which, dedueting the increase in the spring
# wheat erop, there is a probable defleieney in
“the total erop of winter and spring  wheat of
“ 50,702,205 to 50,262,328 bushels.! Most
persons overlooked the fact that this estimate
took no secount of the surplus remaining un-
consumed and unsold from the laree erop of
1552, 1f that crop wis H02,000,000 bushels,
and il 61,000,000 bushels has been consumed
for seed, and 4.3 bashels per eapita, or abonot
234,000,000 bushels, fur food iu (his conntry
there would still remain 207,000,000 Lushels
for export or for surplus. The gunantity ex-
ported is oflicially stated ; for eleven months
ending May 51 it is 139,525,258 busliels, and
for June the quantity will not exceed the
6,600,000 bushela shipped in Jope 18852,
Henes there remain for sarplus from the crop
of 1582 not less than 60,000,000 hushels,

It is true that stocks on hand were rednced
lower about July 1, 1882, than atany other
time for many years. DPerhaps as moch as
20,000,000 bushels might be added to the
stock on haud without making it undesirably
lurge, But the rest must be added to the yield
of 1853 to ascertnin the qnantity available for
consumption or export during the next twelve
months, Now the estimate of the Agrienltural
Burear, unfavorable as it was, indicated a yield
this yeur of 412,000,000 to 415,000,000
bushels, 8o that the probable supply, eveu upon
the basis of that estimate, after adaing
20,000,000 bushels to the stock on hand,
would be pot less than 450,000,000 bushels,
The figures given alrewly show that the quan-
tity exported during the puat year and the con-
sumption for food and seed have not excecded
435,000,000 bushels.

The avernge expoert price of wheat for the
last year bas been only $1 12, and yet ounly
aboat 140,000,000 bmshels have been exparted,
though the exports frow the last large erop—
that of 1880—amounted to 156,000,000 bush-
els at an average of about $1 1113 per bushel,

This suggests that we cannot expect larger ex-
ports than those of last year unless we are pre-
pared to sell at a lower price, or the crops
abroad prove smaller. At present the indica-
tions are that the crops abroad will be mach
more satisfactory than thoy were last year. It
80, prices here must rule lower, or the quantity
exported can hardly be as great. But a de-
crease in the quantity demanded for export
wonld add to the surplus to be carried over to
another year. It must be added that these
calenlations are based upon the June report of
the Bureauof Agricultare, which was com-
mouly thought more unfavorable when it ap-
peared than the fucts warranted, and that very
belpful weather has been reported from the
great wheat-growing distriets since thas time.
Hence it doss not seem unreasonable to belisve
that consumers will have moderately cheap
wheat for the next year, if the weather con-
tinues favorable until the close of the Laivest.
But very great changes might yet be made by
drouth or storms.

TESTING DEMOCRATIC LOGIC,

Leading Democratic newspapers of this State
argue that the Star Route frauds onght to, and
will, beat the Republiean party in 1884.

Now, if these newspapers desire to maintain a
conaistent attitude, they must of necessity hold
that the coupon frauds lately brought to light
in the Controller’s Office in this city ought to
and will insure the defeatof the Demoecratic
party of this Stato in this fall's elections. Logie
is logic.

One of these newspapers begina a cordial in-
vitation for the overihrow of the Republicans
next year with the nssertion : “ The Star Route
« lefendants were Republicuns. They were
“prosecuted by a Republicau administration,
étried by » Republican judge, and acquitted by
a Republican jury.” Parodying this presenta-
tion of n ease, it may be said that the coupon
frauds were committed by a Dewmocrat, or by
Democrats, that they are Leing investignted by
Democrats, and that If any arrests are made, a
trial will follow of indicted Democrats by a
Demoeratic judge, and s Democratic jury as
likely a8 not—it is certainly well within the
probabilities—will pronounce a verdict of not
guilty. The repeated use of the word Demo-
crat in the one case is just as sienificant and
impressive s the repeated use of the word Re-
publican in the other,

Bat these pewspapers proclaim that the Ee-
publican parly is *responsible” for the Btar
Route frauds: The statcment will not bear
examination. DBut admitting, for the sake of
argnment, that it is true, then we remind these
eritica who—of course—think more of justice
than they do of partisanship, that with equal
propriety the Democratic party of this State
cann be held  responsilile™ for the coupon frauds
committed in the great Democratie depart-
ment of government of their great stronghold,

It in too early as yet to determine whether or
not these newspapers will apply the rule which
they have laid down in regard to the Stur Route
frauds to the conpon frauds, Obyviously it isa
poor rile that will not work in both parties. If
they unite in opposing n eall for a Democratic
State Convention, giving as a reason for so
doing that the coupon frands ought to and will
beat their party, well and good. Then their Star
Route talk will command more attention. Bat
if they refrain from opposing the eall for a con-
vention and, the conventiog having been called
and the ticket nominated, they do their best to
render the Democratic eampuign suecessful, we
will be compelled to believeithat they are firmly
convineed that it does make a diffecence whose
vx it is that is gored.

CHRISTOPHER CASBY AND OSCAR WILDE,

Oscar Wilde hus had his buir cut.  Christopher
Casby once bad his bair cut.  Oscar ls, or rather
was, kuown as the Apostie—tle Apostie of the Ieaut|-
ful, Cunstopher was knowwm aa the atriarch,
Tlisrs ure other points ul resemblance between the
Apostle snd the Patriarch which are revealod ns weo
exnmine tae cirenmstances attending the cutting of
thelr reapective heans of halr.

Oue of the most diverting of the minor charactors
in Little Dorritt is Christopher Cusby, generally
spoken of us the Patriaren. 1a was an uncluoas
old bumbug whose strong point was his hair, * 1
was,” says Dickens, “ long and grav, like floss silk or
apan glass, and it looged so vory benevolent hocatse
it wns neyver cut.” Armed, wo to speak, with this
confldenco-bogetking crown of glory, the Patriarch
found little diMealiy m passing himself ot for a
saint when ln reality Lie was siinply an nunsually
good article of skinilint, Jiut, hike all humbogs, he
eums to grief one day, recelving his doowm at the
hands of Puncks, bis confidential clerk, who knew
him for what hie was, o spite of Lis bensvolent halr.
Panuka had fonnd by bitter experieuce that the Pa-
triarchal locks were not the ontward and visible ex-
pression of the sum of all the virtues, but quite the
gontrary, and when the time was ripe for the ex-
posure ls denonnced the wearer of the locka
a8 “a sngary swindler.” And having applied
this unmasking epithet to the Patriarch, Mr.
Pancks proceeded to knoek his hat oft, and then, as
the Patrlarch stooped to recover it he whipped
ont a pair of sciasors and ent short his long gray
benevolent  hair. The resnlt was, according to
Dickens, that “a bare-polled, goggle-eved, big-
headed, lumbering persenuge stood staring ot
Pancks who was not in the luaat impressive, not
in the least veneralhlo, who seemed to have started
out of the sarth to ask what was become of Cliristo
pher Cusby.”

History, which apparenilv never gots tired of re-
poating Itself, mutolies this weldent in the carcer of
the aucient Patriarch Casby with oue {n the carcer
of the moidern Apostle Wilde, The Apostle, like the
Patriarely, may bo said, in the lunguage of the
street, to haye ® travelled " largely on his hare, No
ond of female undergraduates as soon ns they gazed
apon his long, abundant, rippling tresscs wers
moved to exclaim: * Of course he isan Apostle of
the Beautiful, one of Natar<'s own—you can lell
that by looking at him." Oh, yea! The Apostle's
hule, ably supported by striking peculiurities of
dress, pose and deportment, was the ol pment
upon which he wainly relied for the saccess of hiy
wission to America—tiokets, Ity cenbs: reservod
soats seventy-fiva cents, photographs of the lec-
tarer to 1 obiained at the doar, twenty-five contu,
1t goes withont saying that tho Apostle did not
impose npon everybody.  True, no Pancks over wot
after him with seissors, while he Hogered on onr ly-
coum platforms or in our buneo dens; but still it
came to be generally understood that to cut s
Lair and to put bim in conventional elothes would
have been to ond Lis Apostolic hite, It =was 1o Parls,
a few weeks ago, that Le encountersd his Pancka,
The detalls of the mesting lnve not yot bern given
to the public; all that is scenrately known is that
the Pancks of the Apostle, more thorongh in his
work than the DPuneks of the Pulriarch, first
mowed down the fair lengths of bis victim's roman-
tic hair, sod thea dressed himin s conventional
unpoetio suit of clothes. And insuch plight the
Apostio retarned to England and made his appear-
ance at oue of Mr, Whistler's eclectio broak fasta,

Wo are aware that 16 is olaimed that the Aposile
hadl his balr cut on his own motion, aod that 4 pro-
fessional barber rather than a party by the name
of Pancks performed the operation, We are also
awars that it (s elsimed that the Apostle voluntarily
discarded hls lovely pleturesque clothes, volun-
tarily purchased the new opes from u tallor, and
voluntarily put them on, and thut he was under no
compulsion whatever in the matter from Mr,
Pancks. But woat sonsible person does not know
better ! The Apostio consent to the destruction of
his eatire stock in trade! The proposition is too
preposterous for argument, No, no, We will
poever liwar of ths particular humbug any more,
And when some man who does not read the news-
papors inguiros * Whst kss bovome of the Apostiel”

tle hus gone to meet the Patriarch. .

Wao appear to be living in a period of peril for
literary standsrds, An editor in Cincinnati has
demonstrated in innumerable column articles that
Shakespeare has been greatly overestimated and
that he really was not much of a writer, Another
editor in Olio is out of all patience with people who
persist in looking upon Dickens as an anthor of
ability, In this City of New-York there are thous-
ands of people who have soscoffed at the marvellons
verso of that gifted play wright, Salmi Morse,that be
has been forced to the agonized conclusion: *I am
sither & century ahead of my time or acentury
behind it; 1don’t know which. What I do know
isthat T am not appreciated.” The whole trouble
is best explained by the fact that we are living in
an age of great material prosperity.

Senator Thurman s reported as saying that the
only regret of us life 1s that he ever went wnto pol-
itics. When the Democratic party reflects npon
the spectacle it has made of itself during the last
quarter of acentury it doubtless experiences the
same pensive regret.

A corious experiment was lately made at Paris to
determine the power of & ecrocodile’s jaw. The
animal was fixed on a table with its npper jaw eon-
nected with a dynsmometer, An electrio shock
oansed hiw to give a sudden snap, and 808 pounds
were marked on the instrument. It was caloulated
that the gontractile force of the muscle cavsing the
movement was 1,540, Query: Would it not be
possible to determine tho power of the long unap-
peased Democratic appetite for spoils by the use of
this instrument ¥ The only * trouble s that the ex-
pansive fores of the mppetite would be Liable to
shatter the dynamometer and thus interfere with
the integrity of the experiment. ..

The seriea of neetings to bo held
in that section which begina at Atlanta in the fall
will bo continued throngh the winter and early
spring. This is n wise conrse to pursne. Those
who have studied the political conditions m the
South know that efforts confined to the few weeks
preceding an election ars certain to be barren of re-
sulte. If the Repablican party is to be reorganized
in the Southern States it must be reconstructed
from the bottom up, To secomplish this will re-
quirs systematic, persistent efforts wisely directed.
No better beginning can be made than by present-
ing the priveiples which underlie the Republican
party to the consideration of the intelligent classes
in the South. The result, it is hoped, will prove that
the Comunittee of the Union League has adopted
the right method to reach the object it bas in
view,
